12. (Amended) The proteinaceous substance of claim 10 [or claim 11], said 
proteinaceous substance comprising at least a part of an amino acid sequence as shown in SEQ ID 
2 or SEQ ID 10 or a functional equivalent or functional fragment thereof. 

1 3 . (Amended) An isolated or synthetic antibody specifically recognizing a proteinaceous 
substance or functional equivalent or functional fragment thereof of [any one of claims 10 to 
12] claim 10 .
